~-Methods for Controlling Bleeding 

Pant one this week—more to 
follow next week, 

1. Direct pressure (usually con- 
trols most bleeding). Apply firm 
pressure over wound using palm 
side of hand. When thick pad is 
available use it between the 
‘wound and your hand. 

Add extra pad thicknesses as 
needed. Do not remove clotted 
pads. Make sure that pad ma- 
terial is sterile, or as clean as 
possible. Firmly bandage pad 
when material is available.

The .U..S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission estimates that 
25,000 people each year require 
hospital. emergency room éreat- 
ment for. injuries invioving flam- 
mable liquids. More than, 13,500. of 
these injuries are related to giaso- 
line, most of those are burns caus- 
ed by fire or explosion, Here are 
some typical accident patterns: 

. Bill threw come more denatured 

alcohol onto the charcoal fire after 
it had been lit. The vapors ignited, 
the flames itiaveled up. ito the 
can, and it exploded, Bill was 
sprayed with flaming liquid which 
ignited his clothing, He suffered 
burns over 60% of his. body and 
‘spent three days in the hospitial. 

Qarolyn was using gasoline to 
remove paint which Wad spilled on 
the floor of her small utility room. 
The burner of the water heat- 
er Came on and ignited the gaso- 
line vapors, causing the room to 
explode in flames. Carolyn suffer- 
ed burns. on her face, hands, and 
legs .and spent weeks in the hos- 
pital, 

Four-year-old Marty took the ke- 
rosene can out of the closest and 
opened the can. His mother found 
him just as he was sipping the 
‘kerosene and she took him to the 
hospital immediately. He. suffer. 
ed mild kerosene poisoning but 
recovered shortly after the inci- 
dent.

1. Using flammable liquids to 
ight, chancoal fires—It is danger- 
ous to use anything other than 
charcoal lighter fluid for this pur- 
pose, and it is very dangerous to 
put more fluid on the a once: it 
has started.

2, Using flammatile liquids near 
sources of ignition—One} of the 
most common and often forgotten 
ignition sources is thé pilot light 
of a water heater or} gas stove, 
Lighted cigarettes and matches 
are also dangerous around flam- 
miable liquids.

“FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS 
A HOUSEHOLD COMMODITY” 


The .U. S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission. estimiates thiat 
25,000 people each year require 
hospital emergency room treat- 
ment for injuries invloving flam- 

miable liquids. More than, 13,500 of 
these injuries are related to giaso- 
line, most of those are burns caus- 
ed. by ‘fire or explosion, Here are 
some typical accident piatterns: 

‘Bill threw come more denatured 


alcohol onto the charcoal fire after 


it had been lit. The vapors ignited, 
the flames traveled up to the 
can, and it exploded. Bill was 
sprayed with flaming liquid which 
ignited his clothing. He suffered 
burns over 60% of his body and 
‘spent three days in the hospital. 

Carolyn was using gasoline to 
remove paint which had spilled on 
the floor of her small utility room. 
The burner of the water heat- 
er came on and ignited the gaso- 
line vapors, causing the room to 
explode in flames. Carolyn suffer- 
ed burns on her face, hands, and 
legs and spent weeks in the hos- 
pital. 

Four-year-old Marty took the ke- 
rosene can out of the closest and 
opened the can. His mother found 
him just as he was sipping the 
kerosene and she took him to the 
hospital immediately, He suffer- 
ed mild kerosene poisoning but 
recovered shortly after the inci- 
dent. 

These illustrations represent 
some of the major accident pat- 
terns which occur: 

1. Using flammable liquids to 
light. charcoal fires—It is danger- 
ous to use anything. other than 
charcoal lighter fluid'for this pur- 
pose, and it is very dangerous. to 
put more fluid on the fire once it 
bas started. 

2. Using flammable liquids near 
sources of ignition—One of the 
most common and often forgotten 
ignition. sources is the pilot light 
of a water heater or gas stove. 
Lighted cigarettes and matches 
are also dangerous around flam- 
mable liquids, In cases of cloth- 
ing ignition, the presence of a 
flammable liquid makes: the re- 
sulting burn much more severe. 

3. Swallowing flammable liquids 
—iMost of the kerosene-related in- 
juries involve poisoning when. chil- 
dren swallow it, The children gag 
on the fuel and some of it gets 
into their lungs. Even:a teaspoon- 
ful can cause death. (This is also 
a hazard associated with siphoning 
gasoline by mouth). 

Another hazardous practice is 
Carrying gasoline in the trunk of 
your car. If you store gasoline in 
your trunk and are hit from the 
rear by anothér car, there can be 
a fatal explosion, If you survive, 
the recovery may be long and
